BLESSING FROM THE POPE 


Replies Received From Many Dif- 
ferent Religious Bodies Prom- 
ising Cooperation. 

Plans of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, looking toward the union of all 
Christian churches throughout the 
world, which took form at the church's 
general convention in Cincinnati in 
1910, have madt progress

This was shown in a report 
made this morning to the general con- 
vention, in Moolah Temple, by the com- 
mission named six years ago. 

The commission's purpose, as set forta 
in its title, is “to bring about a world 
conference on questions touching faith 
and order, and to ask all Christian com- 
munions throughout the world to unite 
with the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in arranging for and conducting such a 
conference.”’ 

Members of Commission, 

Bishop Anderson of Chicago is chair- 
man of the commission, and Bishops 
Greer of New York, Rhinelander of 
Philadelphia, Vincent of Cincinnati, 
Gailor of Memphis and Weller of Fond 
du Lac, the last named the leader of

Bishops who are members. The clerical 
members include the Rev. William T. 
Manning, rector of Trinity Church, New 
York; the Rev. Alexander Mann, rector 
of Trinity Church, Boston, and presi- 
dent of the House of Deputies; and the 
Nev. B. Talbot Rogers of Racine, Wis., 
Recretary of the commission. Among 
the lay members are George Wharton 
Pepper of Philadelphia, Lawson Purdy, 
Francis Lynde Stetson of New York. 
The late Seth Low, former Mayor of 
New York, Was a member at the time 
of his death, 

The commission was _ incorporated 
March 28, 1914, under the laws of the

purpose set for it by the 1910 conven- 
tion, , 

The commission’s report, which was 
read by Secretary Rogers, named a 
list of Protestant church bodies,’ in 
English-speaking countries, which had 
replied favorably to its overtures, and 
had expressed willingness to aid in the 
Proposed conference. Among these 
Were the Methodist Episcopal and 
Southern Methodist bodies in the Unit- 
ed States, the Northern and Southern

As soon as the train stopped Mayor 
Kiel, Selden P. Spencer and several oth- 
ers climbed upon the rear platform and 
shook hands with Mr. Hughes. There 
was no wild cheering nor loud applause; 
just a little decorous hand-clapping and 
many salutations from the crowd, such 
as, 

“Good-morning, Governor!’ 

“You're our man, Hughes!’’ 

“Hurrah for Hughes.”’ 

Hughes then descended to the station 
platform, hatless, and shook hands with 
the crowd. In the group were several 


negro porters, and several women. One 
of the latter dropped a piece of paper 
just as she extended her hand, and the 
candidate, bowing from the waist, vre- 
marked: 

“Madame, you dropped sumething.”’ 

“O, that’s all right, Mr. Hughes—I 
just threw it away,’ she replied. 

After the handshaking Hughes 
stepped again to the car’s platform, and 
Charles Nagel, former Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, and Mrs. Nage!l 
were presented. They were ushered into 
the car and Mrs. Hughes was 
to greet them. 

Speech Demanded, 

Then Hughes turned again to the 
crowd, which was insistently demand- 
ing: “‘Speech, speech!”’ 

Leaning over the steps, he said in an 
extremely hoarse voice: 

“You must pardon me—the strain on 
my voice is tremendous—I cannot speak 
this time—I'm for prosperity.’’

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KIDNAPED BOY 1S 
FOUND ON A DUMP 


Negro Children Make Discovery 
When Searching East St. Louts 
Refuse for Rags. 


Pool Room Owner, in Whose 
Room Stained Dagger Was 
Found, to Be Questioned.

The headless body of Alphonse Ma- 
garian, 3 year8 old, who had been miss- 
ing from. his home, 109 North Sixteenth 
street, East St. Louis, since Oct. 4, was 
found at 8:15 a. m. today on the East 
St. Louis city dump at, Sixteenth and 
Walnut streets, in sight of the boy’s 
home. : 

A. G. Magarian, the boy’s father, who 
had offered a reward of $2000 for the 
return. of the. missing child, identified 
the body, which was unclad, except for 
shoes and stockings. 

The place where the body was 
feund is almost directly south of the 
Magarian home, from which there is 
an uninterrupted view of the dump 

William Roberts, a negro teamster, 
who makes daily visits to the dump 
teld a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
went there about 8 a. m. tyesterday 
and he is certain the gunny sack bun- 
was not on the lot at that time. 

Children Find the Body. 

The discovery of the body was made 
by Robert Craig, 11 years old, and 
Marion McCarthy, 9, negroes, who were 
searching for rags on the dump. 

Yesterday afternoon the boys found a 
arge gunnvysack, apparently filled wicri 
rags. They opened ft and found it con- 
tained a bundle of clothing. This morn- 
ing they returned to the lot further to 
investigate their find. After taking tho 
tundle of clothing from the sack the) 
found the body in it. 

The body was wrapped in newspa- 
pers and a was tied around the 
waist. The boy's clothing had been 
wrapped in a separate bundle. The 
newspapers were St. Louis papers dated 
Aug. 29, 1915, and Sept. 2, 1915. 

The body and the*clothing 
placed in the sack, the top 
was then tied with a cord.

Had Quarreled With Tenant. 

Bogosian, up to three weeks ago, con- 
ducted a ‘coffee house and pool room 
next door to Magarian’s bakery. He 
rented the premises from Magarian. 
Bogosian was ordered to vacate the 
property when Magarian objected to 
Visits made to it by women. At that 
time, Magarian says, Bogosian threat- 
ened to get even with him and to “fix’’ 
him. 

Magarian also says Bogosian told Mrs. 
Magarian she would better watch her 
boys closely, as they might be kidnaped 
and held for ransom. 

Magarian’s remaining children are two 
girls and a They are Aznaf, 13; 
Roxie, 12, and Albert, 2. 

Mrs, Magarian is under a physician's 
care. The father also is greatly. weak- 
ened from loss of sleep. For nine days 
he has been almost continuously search- 
ing for the, boy. In that time, he says, 
he has had only six hours’ sleep.

LONDON, Oct. 13.—The newspapers 
today publish an interview granted to 
Ward Price, official British press rep- 
resentative, by Eliptherios Venizelos at 
ealoniki, in which the former Premier 
Jenounces King Constantine as respon- 
ible for the present state of affairs in 
(freece, and outlines further plans for 
the provisional Government, which in- 
clude the raising of an army corps to 
fight with the entente allies against the 
Hulgarians. 

In the interview Venizelos declared it 
was the intention of himself and his col- 
laborators to set up a formal Govern- 
ment of Saloniki exercising all powers 
of state, “levying existing taxes to 
maintain the military service and raise 
and equip troops.’’ 


Urged King to Keep Treaty. 
Venizelos says that when in Septem- 


ber, 191, he urged upon the King the 
necessity of fulfilling Greece’s treaty 
obligations with Servia, King Constan- 
tine replied: “‘I am prepared to leave 
the internal affairs of Greece to the 
Government, but in international rela- 
tions J] consider myself alone responsible 
before God for their direction.’’ 
Venizelos says he replied to the King: 
“You are enunciating the doctrine of 
the divine right of Kings, with which we 
have nothing to do in Greece. Your 
father was freely elected by the Greek 
people to be their King, and you are 
his successor. There is no divine right 
in that title. It is based on the mandate 
of the people.’”’ 


“Kingdom Not the King’s.” 
‘Clearly King Constantine has stepped 


witside the limits of the Greek Con- 
atitution,’’ M. Venizelos continued. 
“What lies at the root of the King's 
attitude is that he regards the king- 
dom of Greece as his own personal prop- 
erty. That is the Prussian theory of 
kingship. We cannot recognize it in 
Greece, 

“The result of the King’s idea of his 
tights has been that we have torn up 
the treaty with Servia, that we are dis- 
honored, that we have lost touch with 
our old. friends, England, France and 
Russia, and that our hereditary enemies 
have invaded our territory, occupied our 
towns arid pillaged our people."’ 

After expressing confidence in the tri- 
cmph of the provisional Government, of 
which he is the head, Venizelos conclud- 
ed: 

“We want to fight side by side with 
ihe allies. We hope soon to have an 
army corps in the field.”’ 


Greeks Released by King Refused to 
Join Allies With Navy. 

LONDON, Oct. 13.—Reuter’s Athens 
correspondent, telling of the turning 
ever of the Greek fleet to the allies, 
Says the King sent a message releasing 
every man who wished to remain with 
his ship and join the allies. It is said 
that nobody remained. 

According to the Times’ Athens corre- 
éponhdent, a conspiracy existed in Greece 
to officer the Greek fleet with anti- 
entente sympathizers and to concentrate 
in Thessaly # the rear of the allied 
armies, troops, guns, stores and material 
from Athens and elsewhere.

Board of Missions Report. 
The Board of Missions submitted its 
report to the ‘convention today. The re- 
port deals with conditions rather than 
with statistics, and declares that the 
present scale of giving for all missionary 
work of the church is less than 5 cents 
a week from each of the church's more 
than 1,000,000 communicants. Episco- 
palians are asked to compare their 
weekly gifts for church extension with 
their weekly expenditures for pleasures 
and luxuries. 
Contributions to the mission fund fur 
the last three years totaled $4,600,034.71. 
Of this amount, $1,543,780.58 was contrib- 
uted during the last 13 months. A bal- 
ance of $748,776 is in the treasury. The 
children of the Sunday schools contrib- 
uted $193,049 during three years. 
The appropriations for the fiscal year 
of 1916-17, which covers 13 months, are 
stated as $1,640,000. This amount, it ‘is 
stated, is needed merely to maintain the 
present work. The year’s apportion- 
ment is only $1,400,000, and the board has 
to rely on interest on endowments, and 
on legacies, to make up the shortage. 
The board expresses the opinion that 
this is not a wise method, and that the 
appropriations should be met by the 
gifts of living members, so that the leg- 
acies can be used for re-enforcing and 
extending the work. 
A resolution ts offered, to the effect 
that hereafter it shall be the folicy of 
the church to meet its missionary ap- 
propriations from the gifts of living 
members. Another clause of the resolu- 
tion authorizes the Board of Missions 
to increase the apportionment for gen- 
eral missions each year as may be nec- 
essary, and to set aside legacies, whica 
are not designated for any specific pur- 
pose, as an extension fund.,.

RUMANIA LOOKS TO 
ALLIESTOSAVEHER 
FROM SERBS’ FATE 


King, in Interview, Expresses 
Hope That They Will Pro- 
tect His Subjects. 


LONDON, Oct. 13.—The 
lishes an interview given to its corre- 
spondent with the Rumanian army by 
the King of Rumania, the 
monarch appeads to the allies not to per- 
mit his country to suffer the fate of 
Servia and Belgium. 

“The Rumanians will not falter.’’ the 
King said. ‘‘in their allfance to the cause, 
nor can the enemy wean them from their 
faith in the allies. Yet the Rumanians 
pray that in spite of their existing ex- 
igencies and their own huge problems, 
the allies will not allow the affairs of 
Rumania, who hae staked her all in this 
conflict, to pass Into the back of their 
minds and to suffer to such an extent 
that she may, meet the fate of either 
Belgium or Servia.’’ 

Not Fighting as Expedient. 

King Ferdinand said that Rumania 
had not been moved to enter the war by 
mere expediency, but that her decision 
was based on the biggest principles of 
nationality. 

‘Against Germany,” continued his 
majesty, “there was, at the beginning of 
the war, no hostility, rather perhaps 
friendship, for economically Germany 
was an asset to the development of our 
industry and a potent instrument in for- 
warding the prosperity of our country. 
But with the progress of the war Ru- 
mania began to feel the subtle force of 
enemy intrigue, endeavoring in every 
way to force us into the struggle against 
our own real interests. 

“Tf Rumania has been criticised here- 
tofore, let, the world consider her posi- 
ticn. A small power with a small army 
surrounded by giants faced a practical 
problem. With a Western frontier near- 
ly 700 miles long, which alone was 
greater than the English and French 
fronts combined, and Bulgarian fron- 
ticr«, almost undefended and near her 
capital, stretching for other hundreds 
of miles to the south, she had to wait 
the time when she could act with rea- 
sc nable assurance of protecting herself 
ord having the support of her allies.

GERMAN U-BOATS 
NOT 10 VIOLATE 
THE PRIZE LAWS 


Holland Informed Full Indemnity 
Will Be Paid If Bloomersdijka 
Was Sunk Unlawfully. 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands, Oct. 13.— 
The Dutch Government today received 
from the German legation a statement 
that implicit instructions had been giv- 
en commanders of German submarines 
to sink neutral steamships in no case 
unless the vessels could be destroyed in 
accordance With the German prize law. 
Therefore it was considered extremely 
unlikely that the captain of the Bloom- 
ersdijk was told by the captain of the 
submarine Which sank the steamship 
that he would send to the bottom every 
ship which otherwise might touch a 
British port. Such a statement, it was 
pointed out, would have been complete- 
ly opposed to the orders given the com- 
mander. 

The Government also was informed 
that should it be proved the Bloomers- 
dtjk’s sinking was not in accordance 
with German law, Germany would grant 
indemnity for the vessel and cargo with- 
out submitting the matter to a German 
prize court.

Three Men Slightly Injured by 
Blast Which Razes Store 
and Laundry. 


™=“ro one-story frame store buildings 
at 4500 and 4504 Gravois avenue virtual- 
ly were wrecked shortly after 11 o'clock 
last night by an‘ explosion which did 
considerable damage to other buildings 
in the neighborhood and slightly injured 
three men, who were in the vicinity. 

Three men who had just alighted from 
a Cherokee car at Taft and Gravois av- 
enues, where the explosion occurred, 
told the police that a moment before 
the blast they thought they detected the 
odor of burning gunpowder. These men 
were George Speck, 4562 Newport ave- 
nue; Herman F. Steib, 4561 Newport ave- 
nue, and George Krohr, 4618 Newport 
avenue. 

Aside from this statement the police 
have no information as to the cause of 
the explosion. 

The building at 45900 Gravois was oo- 
cupied by the dry goods store of Louis 
Medalie of 3630 South Jefferson avenue. 
The police could not reach Medalie last 
night to get his estimate of the damage 
to his stock. He was not at the store 
or at home. His sister this morning told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that he spent 
the night at a Turkish bath house and 
returned home early this morning, go- 
ing away again shortly afterward. | 

The police estimated $3500 damage was 
done to the building occupied by Me- 
ddlie’s store by the explosion and the 
fire which followed. The adjoining 
building at 4594 Gravois was occupied 
by Charley Leon's Chinese laundry. Tho 
police estimated it was damaged $600 
and its contents $000. 

Chinese Not Injured. 

Leon said he was eating supper in 2 
back room at the time of the explosion, 
but he was not hurt. He had no idea of 
the cause of the explosion. 

A fresh fire broke out in the ruins of 
the building at 5 o'clock this morning, 
but was quickly extinguished. 

The three men reported by the police 
a® slightly injured are Joseph Mesmann 
of 4457 Gravois avenue, Ernest Schwartz 
of 4626 Gravois, and Joseph Cicle, 4632 
Gravois. P 

Other buildings were damaged by 
glass fronts being blown in or walls 
shattered as follows, the amounts be- 
ing estimated by the police: Bakery of 
Wendelen Schwartz, 4526 Gravois, $500; 
saloon of Frank Waldvogel, 4557 Gravois, 
$200; dry goods store of Mrs. Hucken- 
beck, 4441 Gravois, $100; grocery of Peter 
Lorenztr, 4439 Gravois, $100; wall paper 
store of Otto Woerhle, 4530 Gravois, $150; 
Hummelsheim Lumber Co., 4434 Gravois, 
$400. A shed of this lumber ‘company 
caught fire while the wreckage of the 
bulldings was, burning.

SAYS BUDDE TOOK 
FIREMEN 10 WHERE 
THEY WERE KILED 


Pipeman Testifies He Protested 
| Against Order of His Sup- 
ior at College Fire. 


Public Safety Director Swingley and 
Senior Assistant Fire Chief Christie? in 
charge of the firemen in the absence of 
Chief Henderson, both saw firemen 
working in the basement of the Chris- 
tian Brothers College a short time be- 
fore a wall fell, killing six of the men, 
aceording to testimeny given at today's 
inquest hearing. 

For the first time it was brought out 
in testimony that the men of Engine 
Company 43 were ordered into the cen- 
trad portion of the building and onto 
the smoldering pile of debris by Lieut. 
Harry Budde, who lost his life when 
the wall fel. 

Assistant Chief Christie of Engine 
Company 17, testified that he did not 
hear Chief Henderson or any other de- 
partment official use harsh language to 
the firemen. 

Tells of Budde’s Orders. 

Charles McDonough, pipeman of En- 
gine Company 43, testified that after he 
and other members of the company had 
been stationed in a safe place under an 
arch in the basement of the west wing, 
Lieut. Budde oredred them to take a 
hose through the dangerous. central 
part of the building to the east wing, 
and later insisted that they follow him 
onto the pile of debris, where a few 
minutes later they were buried by the 
falling wal. 

McDonough said Swingley had seen 
them in the basement-and told them to 
come out, as he wanted them to use 
their line of hose on the east side vf 
the building, outside. 

Later, he said, Assistant Chief Duns- 
ford again ordered them into the base- 
ment and left them there under com- 
mand of Capt. Peter Ahearn. A short 
time before the wall fell Capt. Ahearn 
went outside to attend to other duties 
and Lieut. Budde, as the senior com- 
pany officer, was left in charge. 

‘“‘Budde ordered us to pull the hose 
through to the east side of the build- 
ing,”’ said McDonough. ‘‘Then he said: 
“We'll go up on top of the wreckage.’ 
I said to him: ‘We'd better keep away 
from there. We'll all get killed.’ 

“We had been on the wreckage about 
15 minutes when the wall fell. Some- 
thing hit me on the _ shoulder and 
knocked me into the east wing. I was 


} knocked out.” 


McDonough said he did not know wh» 
ordered the men of Truck Company 19 
into the central part of the building, 
but he saw th: orking on the other 
Side of the p. { wreckage. They 
were under the command of Lieut. 
Michael Waters, who lost his life. 

Saw No Firemen Struck, He Says. 

Assistant Chief Christie testified that 
he saw no firemen struck, and Keard no 
abusive language uttered at the fire. 

He said that he reache dthe fire at 
7:30 o'clock, and was on a fourth-floor 
balcony when the roof of the rotunda 
fell. He said that Chief Henderson then 
came up and told him to go and have 
his injured hand dressed. 

When he returned half an hour later, 
he said, District Chiefs Punshon and 
Dunsford were there, and that Punshon 
left, as it was his day off. He said 
that He then entered the basement, 
where men were throwing water on the 
debris. 

“Did anyone tell you where the fire 
companies were?’ Coroner Padberg 
asked. 

“No. I put on my boots and went into 
the basement, where I saw half a doz- 
en, or maybe 10 men, under an arch. 
They were further to the north then 
than they were when their bodies 
were found after the wall fell. 

“Could the men working on the debris 
in the basement realize their danger?” 
he was asked. 

“I don’t think so," was the reply. 
“From where they were standing I 
couldn’t see it myself.’’ 

Christie then told how he fell with 
the wall when the fourth floor balcony 
gave away. He said that as soon as he 
extricated himself from the mass he 
gave orders for ambulances and doctors, 
and sent for Chief Henderson. 

Men Ordered Out by Swingley. 

Capt. Peter Ahearn of the 43's testi- 
fied that his men were playing water 
on the fire on the fourth floor when Di- 
rector Swingley told them to get out- 
side, as it was not safe. They were in 
the north arch when Assistant Chief 
Dunsford ordered them to the west side. 
Lieut. Budde ordered Pat Cassidy and 


| Charles McDonough to the east side and 


accompanied them. 

Ahearn saw the three men later on 
the debris and told them it was not 
safe and to leave it and get under the 
archways. Budde told him that Assist- 
ant Chief Dunsford had ordered him 
and his men to the east side. Budde 
and his men stayed on the debris. The 
wall that fell, Ahearn said, could not 


ibe seen from the basement. 


Ahearn was asked if Chief Hender- 
son had struck him or any other firemen 
that he knew of, wearing a beard like 
his. He said he was not struck and no- 
body else was struck, so far as he knew, 
and added that it was nvt the custom 
for the Chief to strike firemen. As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney McDonald 
asked him if it was the custom to use 
honeyed words. He said no, and dem- 
onstrated the customary voice and man- 
ner of commands by shouting, ‘““‘Come 
on, get in there,”’ with suitable gestures. 
Assistant Chief Christie, he said, told 
him to keep his men under the arch- 
ways. 

James McEnroe of 1422 North King’s 
highway testified that when Chief Hen- 
derson found some firemen idle in front 
of the building he shouted: “Why the 
hell don't you get up there.”’ The chief, 
he said, used “hell” and “damn” rather 


heard no complaint of anything of the 
kind. 

Father William IF. Galvin, assistant 
pastor of St. Mark’s Catholic Church, 

t Page boulevard and Academy ave- 
nue, testified that he heard Fire Chief 
Henderson use “‘some rather strong 
language’ in addressing his subordi- 
nates at the fire. 

This was just after Chief Henderson 
had safely guided the priest cut of the 
burning building, through a_  kftchen 
door leading to the campus. Upon com- 
ing out of the building they saw two 
men on the ground. One was Louis No- 
lan, the nurse who lost his life by 
jumping, and the other was Fireman 
Robert Morris, who had gone up a lad- 
der to rescue Nolan from a fifth floor 
window, and who had been knocked off 
the ladder by Nolan in his descent. 

The priest said that firemen were 
standing around looking at the injured 
men, and at the flames. , 

Couldn't Hepeat His Words. 

“The Chief used some rather strong 
language to them,’’ the priest said, 
“Maybe he had provocation for it. I 
could not repeat the wordsh he used.” 

Assistant City Counselor Bader, rep- 
resenting the aldermz:mtc investigating 
committee, asked whether the Fire Chief 
used profanity. 

The priest repeated that if was ‘‘pretty 
strong language’’ and said that he could 
not quote the exact words, 

‘Did you hear the Chief use the 
words ‘coward’ or ‘cur’?” Bader asked. 
‘“‘No,’’ the’ priest replied. 

Bader then asked if it was for relig- 
ious reasons that the priest could not 
state the exact words. Father Galvin 
said it was not, but because he could 
not remember the exact words. The 
priest then suggested that probably the 
firemen were standing about because 
they could not get water to throw on 
the flames. 

Father Galvin said Chief Henderson 
did not abuse him, and he did not hear 
the Chief abuse any other priest. 

Dining When Fire Broke Out. 

Father Galvin had been at the college 
to say mass on the morning of the fire, 
Oct. 5, and was dining in a room in the 
west wing when he heard fire engines. 
He remained in the room some time be- 
fore he realized the college was on fire. 

When Chief Henderson saw the in- 
jured fireman, the priest testified, he 
ordered him taken to the hospital in the 
Chief's auto. Father-Galvin heard some 
dispute about the Chief’s car when No- 
lan was taken in it to a hospital. 

William Thornhill, who previously had 
testified to hearing Chief Henderson 
abuse ae priest, was recalled. He 
thought Father Galvin and _ Father 
O’ Rourke resembled each other, and he 
was not positive that Father Galvin was 
the priest he had mentioned.

Johns, superintendent of 
the Police and Fire Alarm service, told

OR PRICE HIGHER IN 45 CITIES 


Federal Bureau Publishes Statistics 

Gathered for Four Months From 

. May 15 te Sept. 15. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The extent 
of increases in the price of bread or de- 
creases in the weight of loaves between 
May 15 and Sept. 15, is detailed in fig- 
ures from 45 of the country’s principal 
industrial centers made public today by 


the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Bakers 
gave as reasons for changes in price and | 
weight the increased cost of material, 
and ingredients, especially flour. The 
changes were most numerous in the last 
two months which the figures cover. 

Of 210 brands of bread that retailed 
for 5 cents and weighed 15 ounces or 
over on May 15, only 14 remained at the 
same price and weight on Sept. 15.

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The strength of Senator Reed's speech to Amer- 
ican citizens of German origin Wednesday night 
lay as much in its frank sincerity as in the con- 
vincing force of his defense of the Wilson ad- 
ministration’s dealings with foreign problems 
during the war. 

The Senator avoided no issue raised by the 
President in the submarine controversy with Ger- 
many. He candidly stated that he believed Ger- 
many was wrong in the torpedoing of: vessels in 
violation of international law and cited the Ger- 
man Government’s admission of error and ac- 
knowledgement of the correctness of the Presi- 
dent’s protests and his interpretation of interna- 
tional law. He frankly stated that he believed the 
issue ‘of American lives involved in the German 
controversy was more vital than the issue of 
property in the British controversy. 

He justified the President by the admission of 
belligerents on both sides and by his course in 
gaining his ends to the maintenance of interna- 
tional law and American rights. He kept us out 
of war honorably and preserved amicable rela- 
tions with Germany, at the same time gaining 
more than could possibly have been gained by 
war, without its losses and hofrors. 

This is the great achieVement—an achievement 
never surpassed in American diplomacy—that in 
a time of world-wide war, when desperate assaults 
were made on international law and neutral 
rights, on civilization and humanity, Mr. Wilson 
successfully defended them and preserved the 
heritage of years of progress in international 
dealing and humanitarianism. He did this not 
only by peaceful methods, but without bluster 
or bullying threats. He upheld law and right, but 
kept the peace. | 

Senator Reed proved the neutrality and impar- 
tiality of the President’s course nof® only by his 
acts, but by the charges on each side that, he had 
not Been harsh enough with t*e other side. 

Senator Reed was justified in his contrast of the 
work of reason and peace performed by the Presi- 
dent and the promise of war and turmoil offered 
by Roosevelt as the master spirit of the Hughes 
campaign.

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HAGERMAN DECISION SOUND LAW. 

The Supreme Court's decision in the. case of 
James Hagerman, Circuit Court Clerk in St. 
Louis, is in harmony with a lang line of prior 
decisions. Repeatedly ‘it has been held that an 
executive appointee filling a vacancy in an elect- 
ive office is only an ad interim appointee with a 
tenure continuing simply until the people have 
had opportunity to fill the vacancy. 

The new point in this case arose because the va- 

cancy in the office oceurred after the primaries, 
and it was contended that no vacancy had been 
created on the ticket that came within the gen- 
eral provisions of the act directing how ticket va- 
cancies should be filled. However, the general 
provisions set up a machinery that could be used 
in such a case. The fact that the people were de- 
nied by circumstances a voice in nominating can- 
didates for the office is no reason why they should 
be denied a voice in selecting an incumbent at the 
polls. 
This will be sound law until the principle of 
the short ballot making all administrative offices 
appointive is adopted, and, of course, applies to 
the vacancy in the office of State Superintendent 
of Schools, also created since the primaries. 
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Why should not the Colonel thunder in St. 
Louis? The right to express his opinions, even 
though they sometimes be awful, belongs to ev- 
ery Americay citizen. 
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REDISTRICTING SUGGESTIONS. 


” The synopsis of the partial report of the City 


Plan Commission, published in Tuesday’s Post- 
Dispatch, gives the reader a somewhat discour- 
aging idea of the immensity of the problem of re- 
habilitating St. Louis’ well-named ‘Twilight 
Zones.” These zones lie chiefly along the river 
front and in the area bounded by Eighteenth and 
Grand on the east and west, and Cass and Chou- 
teau north and south. 

This is largely Old St. Louis. Here are thou- 
sands of ancient residences and other buildings, 
dingy, out-of-date, unsanitary, used for lodging 
houses, sweat-shops, stores, warehouses. Huh- 
dreds’ are empty month after month. The “For 
Rent” signs are prominent in every block. Prog- 
ress and prosperity have gone elsewhere. 

The City Plan Commission points out that a bet- 
ter system of districting in the past might ha 
prevented these conditions. It is not too late to 
prevent the deterioration of other parts of the 
city, but little or nothing can be done in that di- 
rection under the existing building laws. 

As for the so-called Twilight Zones, the city and 
the property owners and their agents will have 
to co-operate if any progress is to be made in 
betterment. The condemnation of filthy, ram- 
shackle buildings, the widening of streets, and 
the creation of open spaces, small parks and play- 
grounds would go far towards attracting capital

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BONDS FOR SCHOOLS. 

The question of issuing public school bonds for 
the erection of public school buildings seriously 
affects the welfare of St. Louis. It concerns the 
educational facilities of St. Louis and its determi- 
nation will decide whether all the children of 
schoo] age shall have adequate opportunity to 
obtain an education. ; 

There is a shortage in school accommodations. 
The school board cannot supply the shortage 
without curtailing the system of education at 
vital points, which should never be permitted. 
If it is not supplied schools will be overcrowded 
and children will be cut off from educational op- 
portunity. ' , 

The issue affects not only parents who have 
children to send to school, but every citizen who 
is interested in the character of our citizenship 
and the future of the city. The whole city is 
concerned in the outcome. 

All the political parties support the bond issue. 
Every citizen should vote for it. The larger the 
vote the greater the credit for St. Louis.

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‘$5,333,000 MORE FRISCO ‘‘LOOT.’’ 

The Kansas Public Utilities Commission charges 
that the Frisco reorganization plan involves no 
less than $5,333.000 in what it flatly - calls 
“loot.” 

It denounces the payment of $1,000,000 to one 


$675,000 to another for loans of money. Other 
items in the total are excessive sums paid to 
legal counse} to reorganization committees and 
to others. And while the most of this sum was 
wasted, the board finds that the just claims of 
many persons for injury on the system, for dam- 
age to property and merchandise in the operation 
of trains and for other causes were forced to ac- 


payment in stock of doubtful value. 

In this time of a great public awakening on 
the plundering of high finance and of stricter 
railroad regulation, such charges are, of course, 
depressing. The looting of the road by its own 
fiduciary agents brought about its bankruptcy, 
and the only lesson of the bankruptcy seems to 
be suggestions for utilizing the necessities of in- 
solvency for gaining more loot. 

But it is to be noted that the Kansas board, 
entertaining the convictions which it so freely 
expresses, approved the reorganization plan and 
confessed its helplessness to devise any effective 
remedy. The similar board of Missouri had pre- 
viously approved the plan, and we remember the 
threats made to reorganize under the laws of 
some other State in the event that approval should 
be refused. 

The fact is that the financing ef these great 
interstate systems is beyond the capacity and 
power of the State regulatory commissions. The 
transactions which are not wholly within the 
jurisdiction of any one board are ditside the 
jurisdiction of all. Magnates denied approval of 
their financial crimes in one State will try to 
make better terms with the officials of another 
State. 

The only body having the data, the compre- 
hensive view, the power adequate to the proper 
regulation of these great systems, is the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. Few recent short- 
comings can be charged against Congress, but 
one of the few is the failure to bring the security 
fesues of interstate Jines within the furiediction 
of the commission. This is a grave omission 
that should be supplied at the earliest possible 


moment.

The nominee went through the moun- 
tains of Kentucky yesterday, a new 
campaign field for presidential nom- 
inees. He spoke in six towns to audi- 
ences that had come, for the most 
part, for miles to hear him. They 
came down from the mountains, men 
and women, on foot, on horseback and 
or. muleback. Some of the mounts had 
saddles, some had none, and many of 
the women that came to hear him came 
wearing their faded sunbonnets and 
smoked their clay pipes as they listened. 
At Pikeville, first stop of the day, hun- 
dreds had journeyed since sunup. A 
special train from Marrowbone, crowded 
to capacity, swelled the crowd. 

At several stops the nominee’s special 
train was backed down a spur track 
and he spoke to audiences in open fields. 
They sat on their horses and mules and 
in their farm wagons to listen. Some 
brought their families along and there 
were several hundred children, {ncluding 
babies in their mothers’ arms, in each of 
these crowds. 

In his speech in Phoenix Hill Hall 
here at night, Hughes devoted much of 


his attention to the protective tariff and 
ty what he termed the “‘new slavery.”’ 

“We have heard much of the new 
freedom,’’ he said. ‘“‘It seems to have 
a surprising and deplorable range. It 
has meant freedom to sacrifice the prin- 
ciples of the merit system which our 
opponents pledged themselves to en- 
force. Thousands of offices have been 
created with the provision that they 
might.be filled without reference to the 
requirements of the civil service act. 
It has meant freedom to embark the 
Government in novel enterprises in com- 
petition with private business, as in the 
case of the Government shipping bill. 

“It has meant freedom to depart from 
the principles of international law to 
conduct a personal diplomacy to gat- 
isfy personal vindictiveness. It has 
meant freedom to wage war, not to pro- 
tect American rights, but to dislodge 
a disliked ruler and to leave our eiti- 
zens and their property to anarchy and 
revolution. It has meant freedom to de.- 
part from our time-honored policy of 
protecting American citizens who take 
American enterprise abroad and to sub- 
stitute a new policy which treats them 
as adventurers whose flag is no longer 
a symbol of protection of their just 
rights. 

“It means freedom to subvert the 
principles of Government by yielding 
authority to the demands of force. In 
this last phase, instead of the new free- 
dom, we have the new slavery. What 
are the characteristics of this new 
slavery? It is the use of the forms of 
free institutions to tyrannize over the 
public; to impose demands without in- 
quiry as to their justice. 


“The new slavery is Governméht by 
hold-up. It is terrorized Government, 
or the rule of politics assuming terror 
as an excuse for submission. The ex- 
ecutive is chosen to defend the citade) 
wf constitutional government. Instead, he 
surrendered it. Where shall this stop? 

“These innovations are serious blows 
to American business. But it is said 
that the administration has aided bust- 
ness, and strangely enough it refers to 
the anti-trust act. It Is said that these 
laws stood in need of definition; that 
men spoke of them as shackles, and 
the administration seems to wish to 
create the impression that it has wun- 
shackled business. 

“A most extraordinary claim! They 
say that they have supplied the needed 
definition. They have done nothing of 
the sort. They have added a vague 
phrase to the law, the phrase ‘unfair 
competition.” The content of this they 
have not defined. No phrase more in- 
definite was ever put into a statute, 

‘Usually words are used in a statute 
with some reference to their meaning 
in the law. But the phrase ‘unfair 
competition’ was evidently not used in 
its ordinary legal sense. That refers to 
the palming off one man's goods as 
those of another, through misleading 
descriptions, labels, cartons and the 
like. There were and are abundant rem- 
edies for that sort of thing, as every 
well-informed merchant knows. 

“This phrase, as used in the new law, 
was evidently intended to have wider 
meaning than that. What is its mean- 
ing? No lawyer knows. It will have 
to be worked out through years of liti- 
gation and by the decisions of courts, 
for the statute which confers its au-

It 
made me think of many of the processes 
of our national history. This country 
was bullt up without any roads. 

“But after all the highway is not in- 
tended first of all and. chief of all for 
the pleasure vehicle. It is not intended 
for the mere traveler. It is not intend- 
ed for the mere tourist. It is not made 
in order that some company of leisurv- 
ly people may travel from coast to 
coast of this great continent. It is made 
because we need it in all the material 
uses of our life. 

Good Roads Are Necessary. 

“It is perfectly obvious that you have 
got to have an intricate and perfect 
network of roads throughout the length 
and breadth of this great continent be- 
fore you will have released the energies 
of America. Good roads are necessary 
for every practical aspect of our lives 
to draw neighborhoods together, t- 
create community of feeling; to create 
those arteries which may be compare<¢ 
to the arteries of the human body. The 
blood of the nation will not flow in har- 
monious concord unless it can flow in 
immediate sympathy. 


“And so the arguments, the material 
argument, the argument about markets 
and crops and’ the products of the 
mines, sink into relative unimportance 
when you consider the spiritual thing 
that you are doing In making roads.

ing America together into a great spirit- 
val unit. 

Must Be Ready at War's End. 

“Now, my fellow citizens, we have had 
time and opportunity until the present 
to do pretty much what we wanted ic 
America and to do different things in 
different parts of America. But just so 
soon as this great European war is over, 
america has got to stand for one thing 
and only one thing tn the world, and 
cre must be ready with united force. We 
can't play with the elements of our life 
any more. 

“America came into existence, my fel- 
low-citizens, not in order to show the 
world the most notable example it had 
ever had of the accumulation and use 
of material wealth, but in order to show 
the way to mankind in every part o? 
the world to justice and freedom and 
liberty. 

“S. hat the words I want’ you to 
carry 
this wood roads cause are these: First, 
nationalization, getting all the fibers of 
this great vital people united in a single 
Crganization; second, mobilization, get- 
ting them go related to each other, so co- 
crdinated, so organized, so united, that 


great irresistible conquering force. And 
the third word that I want you to con- 
sider is the word that I suppose affords 
the key to doing these things. 
Advocates Co-operation. 

“That word is tne word co-operation. 
I wish that each one of us could fix in 
hie mind the difference betw een the way 
we have been trying to do things and 
the way we ought to do things. We have 
been trying to do things by combination, 
by setting off one powerful group 
against another, by setting up groups in 
particular industries or spheres of our 
life which try to exclude all other groups 
by the power or by the method of their 
destroying competition. That its not the 
nag to build a nation together. That 
econ to build it up int¢ warring 


“Instead of exclusive combination. I 
Want to see universa! co- operation 
There are good Signs in the air. Have 
you not noticed how almost every great 
ndustry, every great profession, every 
year holds a congress of some sort? 
Why, even the advertising men, who we 
hought were the sharpest competitors 
iti America, have a national association 
in which they cO-operate. Jor what 
Purpose? For the purpose of getting 
ahead of each other? No, for the pur- 
pose of guiding one another and set- 
ting up standards, and the chief stan- 
dard they have adopted is the word 
‘Truth.’ And so in profession after pro- 
fession, men are getting together by 
way of co-operation instead of by way 
of mutual destruction. 


“I hold, this to be a happy omen. ‘T 
see the growth in America of this con- 
ception of solidarity of the Interest of 
each being the interest of all, and the 
interest of each growing out of the in- 
terest of all. 

“There is one field in which we are 
particularly sluggard in respect to this. 
I mean the relations between capital 
and labor. Nothing can be for the in- 
terest of capital that is not in the inter- 
est of labor; and nothing can be in the 
interest of labor which is not in the in- 
terest of capital.

‘And so, my fellow citizens, you 
how this little plant of the cause vf 
good roads spreads into a great tree, 
bearing upon its boughs the fruits of 
the saver of life. We have got to know 
each other. We have got to co-operate 
with each other. We have got to stand 
together. 

‘That is all that politics is for. Asa 
contest for office, it is contemptible, 
but aS a combination’ of thoughtful men 
to accomplish something for the nation, 
it is honorable. 

“Tf I could not be associated with 2 
Congress that did something, :I would 
quit. If I didn’t think that making 
speeches contributed a little bit to the 
common thought, that it had nothing 
to do with selfish purpose, but had 
everything to do with combined pur- 
pose, I would not make any speeches.
